WASHINGTON -— Lillian Hill-| 
man; noted stage and screen 
writer, refused to say whether she 
ever belonged to the Communist 
Party zecause her __ testimony

“I cannot and will not ‘cut my 
conscience to fit this year's fash- 
ions,’ she told the House Un- 
American ‘Committee at the re- 
sumption of its Hollywood smear. | 

Miss Hellman, who ned such 
hit plays as “The Chil en's Hour,” 
“The Little Foxes,” and “Watch 
on the Rhine,” testified she is not’ 
a Communist now but refused to 
say whether she belonged to. the 


She declined to say whether 
she was a party member three or 
more years ago because her an- 
“self-incriminat- 
ing.” 

In a letter to Chairman John S. 
Wood (D-Ga), Miss Hellman had 
offered to “answer all questions 
about myself” if the committee 
agreed not:to name other people 
with whom she had associated in 
the past. 

She said she had “nothing to 
en hide .. . and there is nothing in 
my life of which I am ashamed.” 
But if she were forced to identity 
persons with whom she had “com- 
pletely innocent” associations, she 
said, it might bring them “bad 
trouble.”
